8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowed over the prior art of record, namely Wood (U.S. Patent 
5,733,399) and Ndebi et al. (U.S. Patent 6,217,964), in view of applicants arguments submitted 
1 1/15/04. Goto et al. (JP 02066009) is cited for showing a three layer belt having an inner layer 
polyethylene terephthalate resin substrate, a middle layer adhesive, and an outer layer 
thermoplastic elastomer sheet there being no suggestion to eliminate the adhesive from the belt 
or to form the belt from preformed layers formed into a cylinder having abutted ends wherein the 
cylinder is then placed in a pneumatic mold for molding into a belt.
